DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted.

The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

In view of EP 1433862 (IDS) it is clear that the inventions of the groups I-IV lack unity 
because the features shared by all Groups - the process of producing the metal-matrix composite 
material is known. EP 1433862 teaches a process for producing metal-matrix composite 
materials (title and abstract) comprising at least one portion of magnesium or of a magnesium 
alloy (par. 99, for one) and at least one production step in which thixomolding takes place (par. 
100), wherein a Mg 2 Si phase with a volumetric content of at least 2% is dispersed into the metal 
matrix (par. 87, for one). 

Accordingly, the prior art of the record supports restriction of the claimed subject matter 
in to the groups as mentioned immediately above.
